Placing of the onus of driving the 
motor vehicle on the owner and ab- 
Olition of the present Alberta safe- 
ty sticker system is under consider- 
ation, 

Hon. Gordon Taylor, minister of 
highways, made this announce- 
ment at a conference in Edmonton, 
attended by representatives of vari- 
ous provincial bodies interested in 
highway traffic problems. 

The change would be brought 
about by an amendment to the 
Motor Vehicles Act. The new leg- 
islation would be enforced by the 
medium of spot checks by police 
officers, 

The minister told the delegates 
that the present system of annual 
vehicle inspections is not working 
satisfactorily and is not a realistic 
approach to the problem of making 
motorists safety conscious and 
keeping their vehicles road-worthy. 

The new system to be effective 
would mean police inspections every 
week or every month, 

The minister said he would like 
to experiment with the new system 
of spot checks for a year or so. It 
might be necessary to set up a spe- 
cial force of officers for this pur- 
pose. 

There was a mixed reception to 
the minister's announcement. Some 
delegates contended there should 
be no change from the old system 
as it helped to promote safety con- 
sciousness,

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WEEDS IN LAWNS: Many peo- 
ple during the summer past have 


complained about chickweed in 
lawns, gardens and also in fields. 
This weed has been difficult to con- 
trol but science has come through 
with a new, chemical called Nebur- 
on. The latest research report just 
received from the National Weed 
Committee indicates that this new 
material is very effective in con- 
trolling chickweed, tartary, buck- 
wheat and corn spertry, 

Where Neuron was sprayed on 
lawns containing kentucky grass it 
was used at rates from ‘2 to 8 
pounds per acre. Results: one 
hundred per cent kill of chickweed 
was obtained with all treatments in 
the test. However, it was noted that 
the lower rates, up to 3 lbs. per acre 
had regtowth starting later in the 
season and would require a second 
reatment. 

The above mentioned treatment 
had no harmful effect on the stand 
It is interesting to note 
that Neburon did not kill dandelion, 
pigweed, lambs quarters, 
plantain or groundsel. We can't as 
yet give information on cost of 
but are hopeful some 
Neburon will be available to us to 
use experimentally this year.

The Moravian Church wag organ- 
ized in Bohemia in 1457. At the 
time of the beginning of the Luth- 
eran Reformation, there were 200,- 
000 members in the 400 congrega- 
tions throughout Bohemia and Mo- 
ravia, 

John Hus, the martyr of Bo- 
hemia, a fearless preacher of 
church reform, was condemned by 
the Council of Constance to die at 
the stake in 1415. The followers of 
Hus became involved in the revolt 
which lasted over 20 years. It fi- 
nally resulted in forming a na- 
tional church, called Utraquist, dif- 
fering little from its rival, the 
Catholic Church, 

The more earnest Hussites (as the 
followers of Huns were called) 
were aware that this type of re- 
form had failed. Peter Chelchicky, 
a layman of pacifist views, was in- 
strumental in organizing the fol- 
lowers of Hus under the name of 
Unitas Fratrum (Unity of Breth- 
ren) in 1457, 

Four principles were adopted as 
the basis of union: 

1. The Bible as the only source 
of doctrine. 

2. Public worship on the model 
of the apostolic church. 

3. The Lord’s Supper for partici- 
pation by all, receiving it in faith 
without attempt at human explana- 
tion, 

4. Godly Christian life as evid- 
ence of saving faith 

It was in 1467 when a ministry 
of their own was established. Three 
men were consecrated as bishops 
by a bishop of the Waldenses. 
Later the traditional three minis- 
terial orders: bishops, presbyters 
and deacons was adopted.

It seemed impos- 
sible that a rickshaw boy could 
ever make it. A rickshaw is & 
Chinese cart, on two rubber-tired 
wheels. It is used in China as we 
use a taxi. The cart is hauled by 
a Coolie. The doctor said for a trip 
of this length he would need sev- 
eral Coolies. But one Coolie said 
no. He said he could do it, and he 
did. 

Sometime later a new doctor 
from this continent joined the etaff 
at that hospital. One day the new 
doctor was telling about his experi- 
ence as @ long distance runner. He 
was then told about the Coolie. 
The doctor was anxious for a race. 
A race was arranged and the doc- 
tor beat the Coolie. The Coolie 
said the race was not fair because 
he had not been allowed to run 
with his rickshaw. So another 
race was arranged. The doctor 
made much better time than he did 
on the previous occasion. This 
time the coolle ran with his rick- 
shaw and with a full grown man in 
it, and he beat the doctor by sev- 
eral yards. To us that hardly 
seems to make sense, but facts are 
facts. The rickshaw boy beat the 
doctor. The Coolie could do with 
his rickshaw what he could not do 
empty-handed. 

In the race of life the empty- 
handed always come out, not even 
@ second or third best, but last. It 
is those who carry heavy loads that 
win the day. Of course, if you give 
half your money away you at 
have half left. If you get rid of it a 
you have is an vor pocket. Bo 
the other hand it is always those

allery is reached from the third floor of the 
gislative Building, and is open to everyone. 
The only rules are, don’t try to take pictures, 
or take notes of speeches being made on the 
floor. The press gallery, over the Speaker's 
chair, is the only place writing is permitted 
off the floor. The conduct of your business in 
government is interesting. It will pay you to 
visit the House.

| large enough to hold roots without 
jcramping and set plant slightly 
| deeper than before. 

Prune off any broken or dead 
portions of the root and then work 
top soil among the roots until hole 
is full. Tramp soi] firmly to ell- 
minate any air spaces which cause 
drying out of roots. If soil is dry 
half fill hole with water and allow 
to soak away. Leave qa small de- 
pression for water, 

When evergreens come from the 
nursery with their roots balled in 
soil and wrapped with burlap, do 
not remove the burlap when plant- 
ing. It does not hinder the growth 
of the roots as it rots quickly. Dig 
hole deep enough to hold the ball, 
pack top soil around it and pro- 
ceed exactly as you would for de- 
ciduous material. When watering, 
however, break of the force of the 
water by wrapping burlap around 
the end of the hose.
